THE  BOOR  OF  REMEMBRANCE 


On  November  11,  Canada's  Book  of  Remem- 
brance will  be  placed  in  Ihe  Memorial  Chamber 
of  the  Peace  Tower  at  Ottawa.  Embellished  and 
illuminated,  the  work  contains  the  names  of 
GG  500  veterans  who  laid  down  their  lives  for  this 
country  between  August  4,  1914.  and  the  official 
signing  of  the  peace  in  1919.  The  gesture  Is  a 
fine  one.  and  worthy  of  a proper  setting.  It 
should  be  kept  free  from  all  political  connota- 
tions. 

It  would  accord  well  with  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  if  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
was  asked  to  deposit  the  Book  of  Remembrance 
In  Its  official  resting  place,  lifting  the  reremonx- 
clear  of  all  political  significance.  If  that  could 
not  be  arranged,  the  honor— for  such  It.  Is— 
should  go  to  some  member  of  the  Old  Guard  who 
stood  up  for  Canada  In  the  field.  The  oldest 
veteran  resident  at  Ottawa,  any  of  Canada's 
Victoria  Crovss  l^iders  of  the  period,  or  Arch- 
deacon F.  O.  Scot  t,  would  be  a merited  choice.  If 
His  Excellency  was  not  available. 

What  ts  being  remembered  is  battle  service  In 
action  overseas  Only  the  King's  representative, 
or  an  actual  veteran  of  the  last  war.  should 
qualify  for  the  symbolic  acL  the  opening  of  the 
Book  of  Remembrance  at  its  first  page.  It  Is  a 
record  precious  to  Canada,  the  record  of  men 
who  laid  down  their  lives  In  fighting  for  freedom 
against  the  same  foes.  Politicians,  no  matter 
how  else  distinguished,  should  have  no  plRce  In 
It  The  gesture  ls  a fine  one  Let  us  give  It  a 
tilting  setting!

Unfortunately  the  full  text 
ls  not  available  in  this  part  of  the  world  but 
enough  Is  quoted  by  The  Guardian  to  show  how 
It  deals  wjth  those  fundamental  things  that  are 
the  essentials  of  religion. 

The  writer  says  that  “we  live  In  two  worlds,  not ; 
only  of  life  and  death.. light  and  dark,  spirit  and 
sense,  but  also  of  values.  A plane  pf  the  fine  and 
more  dellcale  ls  superimposed  upon  the  more 
evident  and  coarse,  and  the  paradox  persists  that 
the  values  which  seem  self-evident  are  the  least 
lasting,  while  those  which  art*  the  hardest  to 
apprehend  arc  those  which  alone  survive  our 
end."  The  writer  goes  on  to  say  that  "any  fool 
can  appreciate  the  blatant  truths  of  the  cynic 
and  the  sensualLst.  That  ’all  men  have  their 
price',  that  life’s  sweets  are  the  price  of  the  un- 
scrupulous and  the  strong,  that,  beauty  Is  skin- 
deep.  are  platitudes  which  need  little  proof.  All 
men  can  perceive  the  transiency  of  youth  nnd  Joy 
and  the  inevitable  doom  of  our  human  dust.  But 
with  the  values  of  the  spirit  It  Ls  otherwise;  these 
are  not  plums  to  be  plucked  on  every  bough  and 
by  every  hand.  The  many,  the  most  muddy  in 
mind,  can  relish  the  beauty  of  a fair  maid  or  a 
rose.  It  la  only  the  few,  It  ts  only  a rare  and  a 
disciplined  and  tutored*  taste  which  can  savor 
the  excellence  of  honor,  the  radiance  of  virtue, 
the  beauty  of  holiness,  or  the  more  recondite 
mils  fact  Ions  of  the  mind  and  the  Inward  excel- 
lencies of  art.  Those  nrrri  no  subtlety  or  strain 
of  spirit;  these  are  only  to  be  sensed  by  athletes 
of  mind  and  soul."

Tamarisk  Trees 


Farmers  of  Arizona  and  South? 
ern  California  are  this  Summer 
[cutting  firewood  and  fenceposts 
worth,  hundreds  of  dollars  per 
thousund  board  feet. 

Experts  have  declared  that  Ihe 
wood  of  the  tamarisk  < taraxmx 
uphylla*  would  be  priceless  if 
some  means  could  be  found  to 
utlti7P  the  Sooth  west's  thousands 
of  scattered  trees  for  furniture 
and  cabinet  making  But  for  the 
war  a tamarisk  furniture  indus- 
try would  probably  be  on  It* 
way.  As  things  are.  the  best  that 
ran  be  done  Is  to  turn  the  tam- 
arisks into  fuel  and  post*,  which 
are  secure  because  of  war  con- 
ditions. 

The  tamarisk,  often  called 
tamarack,  is  a freak  ol  the  ar- 
boreal world.  *It  Is  the  only  fast- 
growing  hardwood,  four  years 
bring  enough  to  produce  a 
twelve-inch  suwlog  under  favor- 
able conditions.  When  the  wood 
dries,  a nail  cannot  be  driven 
into  it  Properly  sawn,  it  has  a 
beautiful  grain:  Its  color  is 

lighter  than  that  of  any  com- 
mercial wood  except  white  holly 
and  there  Is  an  odd  greenish 
glint  It  lakes  a high  polish, 
can  be  varnished  or  painted. 
Apparently  It  does  not  warp  un- 
der adverse  conditions  of  tem- 
perature or  moisture. 

Two  University  of  Arizona  bot- 
anists introduced  the  tamarisk 
from  Algiers  in  Hill.  Since  any 
switch  stuck  into  the  ground  will 
immediately  take  root,  it  proved 
Invaluable  as  a shade  and  wind- 
break tree.

The  Spider  and  Ihe  Fly 

It  is  an  easy  transition  from 
the  fly  to  the  spider,  too  easy 
sometimes  from  the  fly’s  point 
of  view— and  "fly"  may  be  taken 
in  a large  significance  as  includ- 
ing all  winged  Insects  or  at  any 
rate  the  wasps.  When  a long 
time  ago  we  were  young  there 
was  a favorite  nursery  poem  by 
Mary  Howltt;  it  began  thus: 

• will  you  walk  y parlor?" 
said  the  spider  to  the  fly. 

Like  a house  agent  *the  spider 
went  on  to  picture  the  many 
advantages  and  comforts  of  this 
particular  parlor,  so  In  came  the 
fly— and  In  more  senses  than 
one.  for  the  end  of  ihe  story  left 
on  the  juvenile  mind  a sad  pic- 
ture of  the  spider  s treachery 
and  double-dealing  as  compared 
with  the  fly's  only  too  trustful 
and  compliant  nature.  I don't 
go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  gen- 
eral dislike  to  spiders  Is  due  to 
Miss  Howltt.  though  some  critics 
of  the  nineteenth  century  or 
Victorian  Age  would  probably 
not  stop  at  that,  and  Mis*  Howltt 
was  a thorough-paced  Victorian 
born  In  1804  and  dying  in  1888. 
At  any  rate  she  pleased  many 
little  boy*  and  girls  with  her 
splder-and-fiy  story.  I could  not 
have  read  it  nor  do  I think  I had 
heard  It  when  I had  my  first  ex- 
perience of  spiders,  or  at  least 
the  first  that  stayed  permanent- 
ly In  my  memory  It  was  in  on 
old-fashioned  Scottish  garden 
where  I was  playing  onr~Hum- 
mer  afternoon— with  some  other 
little  boys  Thfte’Wits  a thick 
hedge  dividing  the  lawn  from 
the  kitchen  garden  and  for  some 
reason  or  other  our  curiosity  had 
become  rentrrd  on  this  hedge, 
perhaps  in  the'  hope  that  we 
might  find  a bird's  nest  What 
we<  did  find  was  a spider's  nest 
in  which  the  eggs  were  Just 
hatched  and  hundred*  of  tiny 
blue  spiders  were  moving  in  all 
directions  but  still  within  the 
confines  of  the  silken  tissue  that 
had  so  far  sheltered  them  I 
recall  our  excitement  and  our 
cries  of  amazement  and  wonder 
As  yet  there  was  no  suggestion 
of  trickery  or  carnivorous  tastes 
in  these  pale  blue  innocent*,  and 
even  if  we  had  known  Mary 
Howltt  s lines  w»*  should  have 
failed  to  be  impressed,  for  at  the 
moment  of  discovery  we  did  not 
recognize  them  as  spiders  and 
had  to  be  told  that  such  they 
were  by  our  eiders 

Of  lute  year*  I hare  often 
thought  of  that  early  experience, 
particularly  when  coming  upon 
similar  nests  of  young  spiders 
in  the  garden  here  Without 
making  the  precise  and  minute 
study  of  them  which  might 
properly  be  spoken  of  as  "*cten- 
tlflc,"  1 have  *pent^rom  time  to 
time  many  pleasant  minutes  in 
looking  at  mature  ones  and 
watching  their  movements,  and 
particularly  their  construction 
of  their  webs,  the  •.spider-cots'* 
a a they  were  called  in  older  Eng- 
lish. The  conspicuous  part  of 
these  is.  of  course’  a trap  or  net 
for  prey  and  In  many  species 
corresponds  to  such  nets  a*  the 
locul  Indians  in  the  days  when 
the  first  Hudson's  Buy  Company 
men  came  here  wet*  accustomed 
to  stretch  on  the  seaward  side 
of  what  Is  now  Beacon  Hill  Park 
for  the  capture  of  wild  fowl  in 
their  flight.

The  record  crop  of  all 
grains  In  the  Prairie  Provinces 
ihis  season  shows  clearly  the  re- 
lationship of  precipitation  to 
yields  Land  which  a few  vears 
ago  was  reported  to  be  nothing 
more  or  lev*  than  desert  has  this 
year  produced  the  highest  aver- 
age yields  on  record 

Marketing  Finds  No  Difficulties 

The  marketing  of  these  enor- 
mous crops  presents  no  difficul- 
ties In  the  case  of  the  feed 
gialns  and  flax  seed  as  arrange- 
ments have  already  been  con- 
cluded with  the  United  States  for 
the  purchase  of  our  surplus  sup- 
plies. This  plan,  which  was  dis- 
cussed in  our  monthly  letter  for 
June.  1942.  Is  now  in  operation 
and  Is  functioning  smoothly.  The 
record  wheat  crop,  however,  will 
throw  a severe  6traln  upon  the 
storage  facilities  In  the  Domin- 
ion. which  Is  aggravated  by  the 
shortage  of  lumber  for  the  erec- 
tion of  temporary  structures. 
The  Government  lias  contracted 
to  purchase  28O4WO.OOO  bushels, 
which  will  leave  approximately 
300.000.000  bushels  on  the  farm- 
ers' hands  It  is  not  impossible 
that  If  there  Is  strong  demand 
In  the  United  State*  for  our  feed 
grains,  substantial  qualities  of 
lower-grade  wheat  will  be  fed 
to  livestock  on  the  Prairies  this 
Winter.  According  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture there  is  a reported  defi- 
ciency in  the  United  States  of 
approximately  10  per  cent  in  an- 
imal feed  requirements.  The  re- 
cently-concluded trade  agree- 
ment with  Russia  and  monthly 
shipments  of  relief  wheat  to 
Greece  will  absorb  relatively 
small  qualities  of  Canadian 
wheat  during  the  coming  year 

Heather  Benefited  Fruit  Crops 

Favourable  weather  conditions 
have  also  benefited  the  fruit 
crops  and  the  1942  apple  crop  i* 
estimated  *1  4f050.7OO  barrels,  an 
lAfiltw*  Of  #»pi»oxUn4*br  43  jjor 
r#TTr*hVe>  uie  small  1941  crop, 
but  nearly  16  per  cent  below  the 
average  of  4.813.000  barrels  in 
the  five  years.  1936-1940,  Other 
fruits.  Including  pears,  peaches 
and  apricots,  are  considerably 
above  the  yields  of  the  previous 
year.  Present  reports  on  the 
grape  crop  Indicate  that,  with  fa 
vourable  weather  and  absence  of 
early  irost  Hie  1942  crop  will  be 
in  excess  of  70  million  pounds, 
the  largest  on  record  and  nearly 
50  per  cent  higher  than  the  1941 
crop.  The  potato  crop  Is  some- 
what better  than  last  year's 
short  yield,  with  increases  in 
Ontario  and  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces. The  first  estimates  of  Ca- 
nadian leaf  tobacco  Indicate  a 
total  output  of  79  niljllon  pounds, 
compared  with  94  million  pounds 
In  1941.  Lower  yields  were  esti- 
mated for  all  types  of  tobacco 
and  although  acreage  was  In- 
creased by  -10  per  cent  the  de- 
cline in  output  was  13  per  cent.

Use 
of  lumber  and  timber  In  Canada 
by  individual*  and  organizations, 
both  civil  and  military.  Is  being 
rigidly  controlled  and  the  pro- 
duction of  newsprint  is  also 
being  controlled  to  conserve  *lec- 
tnc  power  and  labur  and  to  di- 
vert more  logs  from  the  manu- 
factuie  of  pulp  to  lumber.  Ex- 
portation of  lugs  from  the  Paci- 
fic Coast  pulp  mills  is  being  dras- 
tically restricted  and  the  Com- 
modity Price  Stabilization  Cor- 
poration is  organizing  a lumber 
division  to  assist  the  industry.

ficient street  lighting  for  public 
safety  will  remain  In  operation 
and  ail  advertising  and  display 
use  of  power  has  been  cut  out. 
It  fa  anticipated  that  this  will 
mean  a saving  of  approximately 
160.000  horsr power  and  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  another  100  000 
horsepower  to  140.000  horse- 
power will  be  required  to  meet 
the  demand  this  Winter.  Un- 
less this  can  be  secured  through 
voluntary  co-operation  of  busi- 
ness and  civilians,  further  re- 
strictions on  civilian  use  of  elec- 
tric power  will  be  necessary. 

Adjustment*  in  Newsprint 
Industry 

The  shortage  of  electric  power 
and  of  labor  has  necessitated 
adjustments  in  the  newsprint  in- 
dustry Production  and  shipment 
of  newsprint  from  Canadian 
mills  in  the  first  eight  months 
of  1942  were  considerably  below 
those  of  the  two  preceding  years 
as  a consequence  o!  reduced  de- 
mand from  the  United  States. 
The  newsprint  administrator  of 
the  Wartime  Prices  and  Trade 
Board  has  stated  thftt  tonnage 
allocation  of  newsprint,  will  be 
one  of  the  answers  to  the  com- 
bined electric  power-manpower- 
productlon  problem  This  alloca- 
tion, It  Is  anticipated,  will  be 
considered  also  with  a view  to 
providing  the  newspaper  pub- 
lishers with  their  requirements 
and  at  the  same  time  providing 
an  absolute  minimum  of  disloca- 
tion to  industry  and  labor  The 
power  controller  ha^  already 
ordered  a reduction  in  power 
deliveries  to  a paper  company 
and  a fibreboard  company  In 
Thorold.  Ontario.  These  plants 
are  tn  the  same  area  of  concen- 
trated war  industry  in  Southern 
Ontario,  and  employees  can  be 
readily  provided  with  Jobs  in  war

THE  recently  announced  coupon  changes  in  Great  Britain 
will  probably  seem  like  a minor  tragedy  to  some  of  the 
British  women.
